NO QUICK SUCCESS 

I think we may save ourselves 
much disappointment, however, 
if we figure it will take a long 
time to reach the ideal. 

The League of Nations was 
created after the First Great War 
to maintain peace—by force if 
necessary+and it didn’t work. A 
lot of people like to place this 
blame on the fact that the United 
States declined to become a mem- 
ber, but that’s far from a com- 
plete answer. 

Actually the League was split 
into power groups, and there 
wasn't a chance of getting con- 
certed action in applying sanc- 
tions by force. Self-interest dom 
inated great interests about the 
membership. Moreover, nations 
are chary about submitting any
